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DORA GOLDFARB DEPARTS ARGENTINA; SOLARI

1. ACCORDING TO WEST GERMAN EMBASSY, DORA GOLDFARB LEFT ARGENTINA 
AT 2 P.M {MAY 13) FOR DUSSELDORF, WEST GERMANY. SHE WAS TO 
BE MET THERE BY THE PROTESTANT ECUMENICAL SERVICE WHICH 
GAVE HER A SCHOLARSHIP, PAID FOR HER TICKET TO GERMANY, AND HELPED 
ARRANGE HER STUDENT VISA AND RESIDENCE PERMIT IN ESSEN. 

APPARENTLY MS. GOLDFARB HAS RELATIVES IN WEST GERMANY. THE 
GERMAN EMBASSY SAID THAT FOLLOWING HER AUTHORIZATION TO LEAVE 
ARGENTINA LAST WEEK, MS. GOLDFARB WAS TRANSFERRED FROM VILLA 
DEVOTO PRISON TO FEDERAL POLICE HEADQUARTERS. HER EXPIRED 
PASSPORT WAS REVALIDATED IN TWO DAYS, AND SHE WAS ESCORTED 
TO THE DEPARTING LUFTHANSA FLIGHT NOON BY FEDERAL POLICE 
OFFICERS AND A GERMAN EMBASSY OFFICER. HE ADDED THAT HER HUSBAND AND 
CHILDREN WILL FOLLOW HER TO GERMANY LATER. 


2. HIPOLITO SOLARI IRIGOYEN IS EXPECTED TO LEAVE ARGENTINA FOR 
VENEZUELA EARLY THIS WEEK, ACCORDING TO HIS WIFE. IRIGOYEN'S 
DEPARTURE WAS REPORTEDLY DELAYED AFTER THE MAY 12 VENEZUELAN 
VI ASA FLIGHT ON WHICH HE HAD RESERVATIONS WAS CANCELLED. THE 
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SOLARI IRIGOYENS HAVE US TOURIST VISAS AND 
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THEY PLAN TO VISIT THE US IN A MONTH OR TWO ONCE THEY ARE 
SETTLED IN VENEZUELA. 
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
